TRANSVAAL  INCIDENTS. 
We  have  been  requested  to  publish  the 
following  extracts  from"  a  letter  received  by 
Mr,  W.  K.  Rowe,  of  the  Rio  Flour  Mills;, 
from  his  father,  who  is  with  the  British  army 
in   South  Africa  ; 

"After  the  greater  portion  of  the  men  of  the 
7th  battalion  went  into  the  M.  Police  the 
remainder  were  formed  into  a  squadron  and 
sent  out  under  our  second  in  command  Major 
Brown.  Our  colonel  with  the  rest  of  the  staff 
were  left  behind  with  comparatively  little 
to  do, 

On  the  24th  July  Colonel  Mickiinn's  moun- 
ted infantrv  went  out  to  the  Crocodile  river 
to  roundup  Delarey,  who  was  entrenched  there 
with  about  2000  men.  On  the  25th  Col.  Helyar, 
thinking  there  would  he  some  good  fighting 
(a  thing  he  was  particularly  fond  of)  decided 
to  go  out  to  see  the  fun.  He  sent  on  his  Cape 
cart  well  provisioned  ;  with  the  Kaffir  boy 
ami  his  servant  riding  one  horse  and  leading 
the  Col's,  second,  about  1  o'clock,  and  the 
Col.  followed  him  after  lunch  about  3.  He 
caught  his  servant  up  and  .is  there  was  110 
chance  of  getting  to  Col.  Hickman's  force 
that  night  they  decided  to  stop  at  a  farm 
house  kept  by  a  Boer  called  Smidt.  Next 
morning  the  Colonel  started  by  himself',  leav- 
ing his  servant  to  finish  saddling  up  and  to 
follow  on  with  the  cart,  etc.  Ten  minutes 
after  the  servant  heard  2  shots  and  looking  up 
saw  the  Col's,  horse  galloping  hack  with  emp- 
ty saddle  and  at  the  same  time  a  Boer  came 
round  the  house  with  his  rifle.  The  Kaffir 
hoy  jumped  on  one  of  the  other  horses  and 
bolted,  but  was  immediately  shot  in  the  back. 
He  fell  off  and  was  seen  to  crawl  into  a  bush. 
The  servant  ran  into  the  house  where  he  was 
made  a  prisoner.  He  was  then  taken  on  tS 
another  farm  house  and  from  there  to  a 
ukraaln  where  were  several  other  English 
prisoners.  They  were  kept  for  2  days  and  then 
sent  on  with  11  Boer  convoy  in  the  direction 
of  Lydeuburg.  Three  nights  after  he  got 
away  and  managed  to  get  back  into  the  camp 
just  by  daylight,  the  second  day  after  his  es- 
cape, in  a  terrible  condition,  no  hat  or  coat, 
no  boots,  his  feet  bleeding  and  tied  up  with 
rags  from  his  shirt,  and  his  mind  completely 
Unhinged,  so  much  so  that  it  was  considered 
advisable  for  him  to  go  to  hospital  until  he 
was  able  to  give  the  above  tale  ill  anything  like 
a  connected  way. 

A  fortnight  after  Col.  Hickman  went  on  to 
Smith's  farm  with  a  troop  of  M.  I.  to  find  the 
body.  Smidt  said  he  knew  nothing  about  it. 
Col.'  H,  gave  him  5  minutes  to  decide.  He 
then  said  he  would  help  them  find  the  body, 
Meanwhile  some  of  the  troopers  had  discov- 
ered the  body  under  a  heap  of  stones.  It  was 
laken  up,  wrapped  in  some  cloaks,  put  011  a 
bullock  wagon  and  Smidt  sent  oil  with  it  into 
Pretoria  where  it  arrived  the  same  night. 
They  burnt  Syiidt's  farm  down  and  on  their 
way  home  Col.  Helyar's  servant  identified  an- 
other man,  Smidt's  sou,  who  confessed  that 
he  and  his  father  had  buried  the  body,  and 
lie  also  gave  the  name  of  the  Boer  who  fired 
the  shots.  The  2  Smidts  are  now  in  gaol  here, 
waiting  their  trial  for  murd

Later  on  hills  of  500  and 
1000  will  be  issued.  There  will  also  be  issued 
a  new  5  dollar  bill.  The  50  cent  hill  will  be 
cream  color,  the  I  doHar  bill  pale  rose,  the  5 
dollar  bill  faded  green,  the  10  dollar  bill  pearl 
yrev,  the  50  dollar  bill  violet  rose,  the  100 
dollar  bill  straw  color,  the  500  dollar  bill  old

The  tendency  of  the  hour,  its  shown 
by  new  legislation  for  municipal  govern- 
ment, is  to  strengthen  the  administra- 
tive power  at  the  expense  of  the  legis- 
lative.    It  has  been  found  that  munic- 
ipal legislation  is  extremely  defective, 
expensive   and   corrupt,     and     without 
considering  that  the  executive  has  been 
equally     extravagant    and     inefficient, 
congress  has  undertaken    to  provide  a 
new-  system   which   will    increase     the 
power  "and  irresponsibility  of  the  latter. 
I  In  state   and  national  affairs  tlie  same 
I  weaknesses  are  noticed,   but  instead  of 
modifying   the  system  by   amendatory 
legislation,  the  executive  is  dictatorially 
assuming  privileges   and  powers  which 
1  do  not  legally  belong  to  it,  and  is  using 
and    extending   the   use  of  exceptional 
powers  for  ordinary  administrative  af- 
fairs   which    were     designed    only    for 
exceptional  occasions,     Tins,  of  course, 
involves  a  political  contradiction.     In  a 
real  republic  the  people  govern  through 
the  law-making  power,  and  the  executive 
is  charged  simply  with  the  execution  of 
the  laws.     The;'  may.  of  course,  restrict 
the  field  of  legislative  action,    which    is 
generally  necessary  and  useful,  but  that 
does  not"  change  their  relationship  to  the 
executive.     The  latter  can  not  lie  made 
independent  and    irresponsible   without 
destroying  the  vital  principle  on  which 
all  representative  government  is  found- 
ed.    Instead,    therefore,    of    increasing 
the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  execu- 
tive, laws  should  be  made  confining  its 
attributes  strictly  to  the  enforcement  of 
the   laws,    without    an;-    discretionary 
power  whatever.     Laws  are  also  needed 
which  will  limit  the  action  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  which  will  provide  a  judicial 
recourse   for  determining  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  laws  promulgated.     In- 
stead of  strengthening  the  executive,  it 
is  necessary  to  strengthen  the  judiciary 
and  to   make  it  absolutely    free    front 
political  control.     And  more  than  this, 
every    facility   should   be   given  to  the 
people  to  test  the  legality  of  any  execu- 
tive act,  or  the  constitutionality  of  any 
law.     Instead   of  denying  the  right  of 
appeal,   as  is  uow  done  in  the  custom- 
house, the  law  should  encourage  appeals 
as  a  check  on   abuses  of  authority   by 
officials.     It  should  be  remembered  that 
republican  governments  are  not  created 
for  the  enjoyment  and  enrichment  and 
protection  of  officials,  but  simply  for  the 
economical  administration  of  the  people' s 
corporate  affairs  and  the  protection  of 
their  rights  and  property. 


PERHAPS  no  harsher  censure  could  have 
been  passed  upon  the  utter  incapacity  and 
sterility  of  congress  than  that  of  Joriwi 
do  Commotio  on  Sunday  last,  in  which  it 
was  stated  that  some  14,000,000*  have  been 
silent  in  prorogued  sessions  since  189-,. without 
yielding  any'  corresponding  benefit  to  the 
country  and  without  even  giving  the  senate  a 
chance  to  lake  pari  in  the  discussions  of  the 
budget  There  is  an  immense  amount  of  legis- 
lation awaiting  the  attention  of  congress, 
and  yet  nothing  whatever  is  done.  It  is  fool- 
ish to  talk  shout  patriotism  and  ^re- 
publicanism under  such  circumstances^  The 
test  of  everv  government  is  to  lie  found  in  its 
effectiveness,  anil  in  this  case  the  test  yields 
only  a  negative  result.  Bid  as  Ihe  government 
may  have  been  under  the  monarchy,  It  IS  now 
infinitely  worse.  It  does  nothing  itself  to  im- 
prove mid  develop  the  country,  and  n  win 
allow  no  one  else  lo  do  anything.  Ihe  com- 
moil  prayerin  every  part  of  the  country  now 
is  that  some  foreign  power  will  step  111  and 
take  charge  of  ihe  government-*!  pi'«J'« 
which  is  not  likely  to  lie  answered  lo.  a  long 
time  to  come. 


THE     presentation  of  atr  amendment  to  the 
finance  budget  on    Saturday    last    for    the  re- 
gulation of   exchange    operations,    signed   by 
Deputies  Wins  l-'austo  and  Serzedello,  the  two 
principal    authors  and    advocates    of    the  bill 
designed  to    cripple    foreign   banks,    may  be 
accepted  as  nu  indication  that  the  government 
has  lost  hope  of  passing  the  last-mentioned 
bill  this  session.     We  see  no   great    objection 
to  the    restrictions     on    speculation,    except 
perlinpsln  the  additional    meddling   with  pri- 
vate affairs  which  it  involves      But  something 
like  Ibis  is  needed  to  show  that    the  low  rate 
of  exchange  is   not  due   lo  speculation    alto- 
gether,   and  business    men    will    cheerfully 
submit  to  inconvenience  ill   order  that  proofs 
may    be  supplied.     But    there  is  one  serious 
objection    to  the  measure  which  should    not 
pass    unobserved -the   inclusion  of    general 
imd     permanent     legislation   in    the    annua 
budget    bills.     If  the   measure  is    needed,    it 
should  be   enacted  in  a   regular  and    proper 
manner.     The  inclusion    of  such    legislation 
in  the  budget  bills  is  irregular    and    mischie- 
vous.    Senator  Ruy  Barhosa  says  It  Is  illegal. 
Moreover,  it  is  brought    up  in    the  last    fort- 
night of  the  session,  and    no   time  is  allowed 
to  study  its  provisions  carefully  and  dispassion- 
ately. "The   minister    of    finance    must   have 
hisown  way,    however,    and    congress   must 
pass  some  kind  of   an  act    to   enable  him  to 
tlarrass  the  speculators    and   to  supervise  the 
business  operations  of  the  foreign  banks.

Mis- 
management was  shown  in  the  advancement 
of  cash  to  bubble  companies  and  irresponsible 
individuals,  in  bad  and  unwis !  investments, 
in  tying  up  large  sums  in  unrealizable  loans, 


THBRS  is  something  peculiar  about  those 
apparently  inspired  statements  of  the  Gaula 
de  NbHcias  on  Thursdays  about  diplomatic 
affairs.  For  a  time  we  thought  theill  indirect 
replies  to  our  comments  on  the  extraordinary 
delays  in  tlie  negotiations  for  a  reciprocity 
treaty  between  Brazil  and  the  United  States, 
but  we  have  since  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
like  the  said  negotiations. they  have  no  definite 
object  in  view.  Two  weeks  ago  they  told  us 
that  these  negotiations  were  nearly  concluded 
and  that  everything  was  going  011  satisfactor- 
ily. Then  a  slight  frost  came  and  last  week 
w'e  were  informed  that  the  proposals  were  in 
tlie  hands  of  the  minister  of  finance.  If  we 
are  not  mistaken  these  or  some  other  proposals 
were  in  the  said  minister's  hands  over  six 
months  ago,  and  if  our  undiplomatic  opinion 
is  worth  anything  there  they  will  remain 
until  Secretary  Hay  gets  impatient  over  it  It 
is  our  opinion,  and  that  also  of  not  a  few 
others,  that  the  Brazilian  government  lias  no 
intention  of  acceding  to  the  wishes  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  nothing  short  of  the 
imposition  of  a  duty  on  coffee  by  the  latter 
will  put  an  end  to  the  series  of  quibbling  de- 
lays now  in  vogue.  Promises  and  compliments 
are  of  course  verv  agreeable  in  themselves 
and  go  far  to  make  up  what  is  called  diplom- 
acy,'but  sometimes  it  takes  8  little  aggress- 
iveness to  bring  about  a  result.

—Sao  Paulo  has  developed  another  "faith- 
healer,"  who  calls  himself  Professor  Paustiuo. 
And  a  formal  complaint  has  been  lodged 
against  him  for  illegal  exercise  of  the  medical 
profession.  But  if  he  cures  without  the  use  of 
drugs,  how  can  the  complaint  be  proved? 

— A  Juiz  de  Fora  paper  reports  a  mutiny 
of  Spanish  colonists  011  a  plantation  in  the 
municipality  of  Rio  Novo,  Minas  Geraes.  In 
a  conflict  which  resulted  six  colonists  were 
wounded,  some  gravely.  The  Spanish  consul 
intervened  and  has  now  gone  to  the  governor 
of  the  state  to  explain  the  situation. 

—A  Desterro  telegram  to  0  Patz,  of  the 
14th  inst.,  says  that  an  attempt  was  nude  by 
sea  and  by  land  the  preceding  night  to  ussmil 
the  printing  office  of  the  newspaper  Refiub/na, 
but  it  did  not  succeed '-because  Col.  Firnuno 
was  present."  It  would  be  good  policy, 
perhaps,  for  nil  newspapers  to  keep  a  "Col. 
Firmino"  on  file  premises. 

—Conflicts  are  said  to  have  occurred  on  tlie 
frontier  between  Scio  Paulo  and  Matto  Grosso 
where  200  persons  have  already  haen  killed.. 
This  is  undoubtedly  an  exaggeration^  The 
situation  at  Saut'Anna  do  Paraliyba  is  very 
serious,  and  the  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  has 
ordered  the  tst  battalion  of  state  police  to  hold 
itself  in  readiness  to  go  there. 

—Nowadays. whenever  there  is  any  political 
excitement  in  this  country,  newspaper  offices 
are  always  in  danger,  especially  those  of  op- 
position journals.  The  press  now  threatened  is 
that  of  Santa  Catlmrina.but  the  governor  tele- 
graphs that  he  will  never  violate  the  liberty 
of  the  press.  Well,  if  lie  doeu't,  he  will  de- 
serve much  credit  for  being  an  honorable  ex  - 
ceptiou  among  the  average  politicians  of  the 
present  time. 

—A  significant  telegram  from  Curilyba, 
Parana.,  on  the  15th  inst.,  says  that  various 
merchants  of  that  capital  are  promoting  the 
reconstruction  of  the  old  Gmeiosa  road  which 
connects  that  city  with  the  seacoast.  This  step 
is  taken  because  of  the  exorbitant  freight 
charges  on  the  railway,  it  is  said  that  the 
freights  from  Hamburg  and  Pernambueo  to 
Paraiiagua,  are  less  than  those  from  the  latter 
place  toCurityba. 

—The  situation  in  Desterro,  Santa  Catbanua, 
has  continued  unsettled  during  the  whole 
week.  The  governor  has  removed  a  number 
of  officials  who  are  hostile  to  his  administra- 
tion. The  attempt  to  remove  the  "superiilten- 
deute"  of  Desterro,  Dr.  Raulino  f  Lorn,  has  been 
resisted,  however,  by  an  appeal  to  the  courts, 
and  Gov.

—  The  circulars  issued  by  the  state  govern- 
ment of  S.  Paulo  asking  for  returns  of  the 
coffee  crop  from  each  municipality,  have  met 
with  no  little  antagonism  among  the  planters 
because  it  is  believed  that  the  information 
will  be  used  ns  a  basis  of  new  taxes.  The  gov- 
ernment has  had  to  i.isue  a  new  circular 
staling  that  it  has  no  need  of  new  taxes,  and 
that  the  in  formation  is  to  be  used  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  planters.

—  A  telegram  of  the  nth  inst,  reports  the 
failure  of  three  houses  at  Pelotas  in  addition 
to  that  of  Conceicao  &  Co. 

—  One  of  the  amendments  to  the  new  tariff 
bill  is  that  for  increasing  the  duty  on  imported 
butter  from  2$400  to  3^000  a  kilo. 

—  The  bill  against  foreign  banks  was  voted 
by  the  chamber  of  deputies  in  3rd  discussion 
on  Thursday  and  was  sent  to  the  senate.      _ 

—  On  Thursday  the  chamber  of  dt-piities 
voted  in  1st  discussion  a  bill  for  an  increase 
of  30  °/0  in  the  water  rates  of  the  city  of  Rio 
ile  Janeiro. 

—  A  Rio  Grande  telegram  says  that  business 
there  is  paralyzed  because  of  the  failures  at 
Pelotas  and  the  genera!  lack  of  confidence  in 
the  situation  of  other  business  houses. 

—  It  is  reported,  says  the  Imprensa,  that 
the  government  intends  drawing  on  Loudon 
for  a  large  sum  in  order  to  enable  the  Banco 
da  Republica  to  assist   the    business    commu- 

—  In  the  10  mouths  ended  011  Oct.  31  the 
otlicial  value  of  cotton  fabrics  exported  from 
the  United  Kingdom  to  Brazil  amounted  to 
£  903,900,  against  £  1,013,545  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1S99. 

—  A  telegram  of  the  13th  lust,  slates  that 
the  intensity  of  the  financial  crisis  at  Pard 
increases  day  by  day  and  that  until  March 
the  situation,  it  is  anticipated,  will  grow 
constantly  worse. 

We  are  advised  of  the  appointment  of 

Mr.  Charles  Evers  as  representative  of  the 
Commercial  Telegram  Bureaux  in  Brazil,  in 
place  of  the  late  H.  Bell  Morton,  whose  death 
was  recently  announced. 

'fhe  luipreina  is  informed  that  European 

capitalists  have  offered  the  state  government 
of  Pard  a  loan  of  &  2,000,000  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  4  °/0  per  annum  and  other  favo- 
rable terms.     The  state  had    better    accept  it 


—  In  a  circular  of  the  30th  ult.  the  Per- 
nanibuco  sugar  market  is  reported  to  be  111  a 
very  critical  condition  without  any  prospet 
of  improvement.  The  present  priees  of  sugar, 
says  the  circular,  do  not  pay  the  cost  of  grin- 
ding the  cane.  At  Bahia,  according  to  a 
telegram  of  the  14th  inst.,  the  condition  of 
the  sugar  market  is  110  less  critical.  Prices 
are  low  and  the  demand  extremely  limited. 
For  cane  the  mills  are  payng  from  Sft  to  10$ 
per  ton.  The  only  agricultural  product  that 
maintains  a  good  price  is  cacao. 

—  Cases  have  appeared  where  unscrupulous 
persons  have  augmented  receipts  for  small 
amounts  not  requiring  a  stamp,  and  have 
denounced  tliem  as  infractions  of  the  law. 
Receipts  will  soon  go  out  of  use  if  such  scan- 
dalous impositions  are  permitted.  The  mer- 
chant will  soon  be  compelled  to  deliver  his 
goods  only  for  cash,  and  without  any  docu- 
ment passing.  To  run  the  risk  of  prosecution 
for  all  sorts  of  infractions  of  the  law  and  to 
be  obliged  to  register  all  sorts  of  documents  at 
a  heavy  cost,  is  more  than  the  business  is 
worth.  Soon,  we  shall  all  be  planting  pota- 
toes, except  those  who   prefer  bananas  and 


—  The  state  government  of  Pard,  says  tile 
Imprensa,  is  negotiating  with  a  foreign  bank 
at  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  a  loan  of  15,000,000*. 
The  bank,  it  is  stated,  has  asked  for  a  slight 
change  in  the  proposed  rate  of  interest. 

—  With  regard  to  a  reform  in  the  tariff 
relative  to  printing  materials  and  printed 
matter,  it  is  said  that  a  well-known  publisher 
of  this  city  whose  books  are  all  printed  ill 
Paris,  has  declared  that  no  change  will  be 
made  as  long  as  he  has  any  money  to  spend. 
Congress  should  ponder  011  this  a  little.  It  is 
also  said  that  the  printers'  commission  tn  a 
recent  interview  with  the  tariff  commission  of 
the  chamber  of  deputies  was  so  badly  treated 
that  one  of  its  member  lost  his  temper  and 
declared  that  if  congress  continued  to  disregard 
the  interest  of  working  people  in  this  maimer 
they  would  come  with  dynamite  someday  and 
blow  them  up.  And  in  fact,  this  is  just  what 
we  are  coming  to  !

fbe    Gazela    de  Noticias    informs    the 

Argentines  that  they  are  needlessly  alarmed 
at  the  prospect  of  a  reciprocity  treaty  be- 
tween Brazil  and  the  United  States.  Nothing, 
it  says,  has  been  decided,  And,  it  might  also 
have  been  said,  nothing  will  be  decided. 

—  Congress  found  out  that  a  new  product  is 
finding  admission  into  the  country  and  as 
promptly  clapped  a  lax  upon  it.  The  product 
is  -'extract  of  qnebracho"iav  tanning  purposes, 
and  the  tax  is  to  be  20  reis.  The  extract  comes 
from  Argentina. 

—One  of  the  amendments  to  the  tariff  which 
was  voted  upon  last  Saturday  was  one  reducing 
the  duty  on  imported  wheat  from  10  reis  to  7 
reis  per  kilo.  This  of  course  would  defeat  the 
wishes  of  foreign  millers  who  are  seeking  a 
reduction  of  the  duties  on  dour, 

—  It  would  seem  that  the  time  for  redeem- 
ing the  notes  of  the  Banco  do  Brazil  (old 
emission)  has  not  been  extended,  and  com- 
plaints are  already  heard  from  S.  Paulo  about 
it,  These  notes  are  now  rarely  seen  in  this 
city,  but  they  are  still  current  up  country. 

—  It  is  stated  that  the  reason  why  it  was 
necessary  to  ask  for  a  deficiency  appropria- 
tion for  army  rations  is  that  the  average  cost 
of  each  ration  was  greater  than  had  been  anti- 
cipated, Was  the  government  unaware  that 
an  increase  in  taxation  causes  higher  prices  ? 

—  The  Foiha  do  Node  advises  the  business 
men  of  Pard  not  to  count  on  the  loan  which 
the  state  government  is  attempting  to  con- 
tract. They  should  rely,  it  says,  on  their 
own  resources  and  should  hold  a  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  adopting  measures  for  mitiga- 
ting their  losses. 

—  In  response  to  the  appeals  of  printers  and 
binders  for  relief  against  the  competition  of 
foreign  publishers,  congress  has  voted  to  in 
crease  the  duty  on  "unspecified  papelao  " 
(coarse  heavy  paper  suitable  iov  binding)  from 
loo  to  240  reis  a  kilo  This  hardly  looks  like 
protecting  national  industries. 

—  It  is  said  that  in  case  the  EHas  Fausto 
project  can  not  be  pushed  through  the  senate 
this  session,  a  provision  will  be  added  to  the 
revenue  budget  authorizing  the  government 
to  repress  speculation  in  exchange.  Should 
cat te  blanche  be  given  to  the  minister  of  fi- 
nance, the  crockery  is  bound  to  be  broken. 

—  Another  attempt  has  been  made  to  re- 
gulate and  restrict  transactions  in  exchange, 
On  Saturday  Deputies  Elias  Fausto  and 
Serzedello  for  this  purpose  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  the  budget  of  the  department  of  fi- 
nance. The  Imprensa  says  that  this  amend- 
ment is  contrary  to  the  rules,  which  forbid 
the  adoption  of  permanent  legislative  meas- 
ures in  the  budget. 

—  The  Pais  of  the  15th  says  that  it  knows 
'Jiat  in  spite  of  the  little  time  remaining  the 
senate  will  uot  permit  the  Elias  Fausto  project 
to  lie  111  the  committee's  portfolio.  There  are 
reasons  for  believing  that  within  a  few  days 
the  President  will  have  the  pleasure  of  sanc- 
tioning this  project.  In  that  case,  we  should 
like  to  remark,  the  President  wilt  forfeit  all 
the  respect  and  good  will  which  his  visit  to 
London  gained  for  him  there,  and  he  will  be 
celehralyig  an  act  which    will  do  incalculable

—It  appears  that  the  state  telegraph  service 
has  been  compelled  to  go  to  private  offices  for 
its  work  because  the  national  printing  office  is 
so  occupied  with  private  work  that  it  can  not 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  public  service. 
It  would  seem  that  the  public  printing  offices 
and  binderies  are  so  anxious  to  take  work 
away  from  private  offices  that  they  frequently 
undertake  to  do  the  work  for  less  than  cost, 
and  then  by  loading  themselves  up  with  these 
unprofitable  jobs,  compel  the  public  offices  to 
go  to  the  private  offices  where  they  beat  down 
prices  to  such  an  extent  that  no  one  can  extract 
a  living  from  it.  This  shows  that  not  only  is 
the  public  service  extremely  demoralized,  but 
it  is  steadily  impoverishing  and  ruining  private 
undertakings. 

—  At  the  beginning  of  the  war  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain  Messrs  Flint,  Eddy 
&  Co.,  who  had  sold  to  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment the  steamer  El  Cid,  afterwards  Nirthc- 
roy  and  now  Buffalo,  repurchased  that  steam- 
er, through  their  agents  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
and  resold  it  to  the  United  States  government 
for  $575, 000,  The  price  to  be  paid  to  the  Bra- 
zilian government  was  $550,000  in  three  instal- 
ments. When  the  second  instalment  {$200,- 
000)  became  due,  it  was  not  paid  and  the 
government  brought  a  suit  against  Messrs. 
Kddv  Mascarenlias  ifc  Guerin, agents  of  Messes. 
Flint,  Eddy  &  Co.  This  suit  has  just  been 
decided  in  the  federal  court  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
against  the  government  on  the  ground  that 
the  agents  are  not  responsible  for  the  pay- 
ment. 

—With  reference  to  the  Pernambuco  Water 
Company  (Compauhia  do  Beberibe),  it  is  an- 
nounced that  the  bondholders'  committee  ap- 
pointed on  August  29,  1892,  is  prepared  to 
pay  the  holders  of  certificates  issued  by  the 
committee  in  exchange  for  bonds  the  sum 
of  £2  (lass  income  tux)  in  respect  of  such  cer- 
tificates. The  payment  is  in  full  discharge 
of  coupon  due  July  1,  1899,  in  conformity 
with  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the 
company  on  November  23,  1898.  Messrs, 
Kuowles  and  Foster  are  prepared  to  pay  the 
holders  of  the  "A,"  "B"  and  "C"  certifi- 
cates 2  per  cent,  on  the  face  value  of  such  cer- 
tificates (less  income  tax},  this  payment  to  be 
ill  full  discharge  of  interest  due  July  1,  1S99.

—  It  is  stated  that  in  Brazil  there  are  seven 
flour  mills,  one  of  which,  the  Moiuho  Pluuii- 
nense,  is  now  closed.  The  capital  invested 
in  these  nulls  is  said  to  amount  to  30,000,000$. 
The  Rio  de  Janeiro  Flour  Mills  and  Granaries 
produced  in  the  last  twojyears  the  following 
quantities  of  Hour  and  bran  :

The  greater  part  of  the  wheat  ground  at 
these  mills  is  imported  from  the  River  Plate. 
—  The  temptation  to  blackmailing  offered 
by  Murtinhos'  stamp  tax  regulations  has 
brought  to  grief  two  majors  of  the  police  bri- 
gade. It  seems  that  some  mouths  ago  the 
brigade  made  some  purchases  at  the  Cailtau 
confectionery  for  its  festival  i:i  celebration  of 
the  discovery  of  Brazil.  The  account  was  dulv 
presented  and  two  part  payments,  one  of  25$ 
and  the  other  of  50$,  were  made.  The  owners 
of  the  confectionery  gave  unstamped  receipts 
for  the  payments  and  thus  became  subject  to 
heavy  fines.  Now  Murlinho's  regulations,  as 
our  readers  are  aware,  gives  half  the  amount 
of  such  fines  to  informers.  Unable  to  resist 
the  temptation  thus  offered,  two  majors  of  the 
brigade,  it  is  alleged,  went  to  the  owners  of 
the  confectionery  and  endeavored  to  obtain 
money  from  them  in  consideration  for  all  en- 
gagement to  refrain  from  reporting  the  in- 
fraction of  the  tax  regulations.  But  the 
owners  of  the  confectionery  refused  to  be 
blackmailed.  Consequently  the  majors  re- 
ported the  infraction  to  treasury  officials  and 
the  owners  of  the  confectionery  reported  to 
the  commander  of  the  brigade  the  conduct  of 
the  two  majors.  The  latter  have  been  arrested 
and  a  court  of  enquiry  will  investigate  the 
matter. 


Financial  Notes 

—It  is  now  said  that  the  state  of  Para  is 
offered  £1,000,000  sterling  by  Paris  bankers  at 
4  per  cent.  We  doubt  it  !  If  true  the  state 
had  better  accept  it  and  then  loan  a  part  of  it 
to  the  federal  government. 

—Reports  are  again  current  that  the  state  of 
Amazonas  is  about  to  Boat  a  loan  for  10,- 
000,000$,  in  apolices  of  500$,  at  7  per  cent.  If 
there  is  no  money  for  commerce  and  industry, 
how  are  spendthrift  governments  to  obtain  it? 

—The  inability  of  the  government  to  supply 
the  Banco  da  Republica  with  the  25,000,000$ 
promised  for  discount  purposes.has  been  made 
clearly  manifest  by  the  report  that  the  govern- 
ment would  now  draw  011  London  for  money 
for  tluit  purpose, 

—On  Saturday  last  5,000  imcnpgdes  (boil  ds) 
of  1,000$  each,  issued  and  redeemed  by  the 
Banco  da  Republica,  were  burned  in  the  fur- 
naces of  the  custom-house  in  the  presence  of 
the  minister  of  finance  and  one  of  the  directors 
of  the  bank. 

—The  London  Times  of  yesterday  expresses 
its  regret  for  the  injury  which  Brazil  must 
suffer' by  the  adoption  of  the  Elias  Fausto 
project.  The  minister  and  Ids  friends  are  ap- 
parently unconscious  of  all  this  and  insist  on 
the  passage  of  the  bill.

—A  credit  of  240,000$  has  been  opened  for 
account  of  the  minister  of  industry  to  pay  the 
indemnity  awarded  by  arbitration  to  the  heirs 
of  the  late  Joseph  Hflncox,  contractor  for  the 
surface  drainage  works  of  this  capital  some 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago.

— An  executive  decree  of  the  15th  opens  a 
supplementary  credit  of  598, 125$  for  salaries  of 
senators  and  deputies  during  one  of  the  proro- 
gations of  the  sessions.  Since  1S93,  says  the 
fomal  do  Commetcia  of  the  16th,  the  nation 
has  expended  over  14,000,000$  on  these  pro- 
rogued sessions,  and  even  then  it  has  been 
impossible  for  the  senate  to  assist  properly  ill 
framing  the  budget  laws  because  the  chamber 
did  not  pass  them  until  the  last  moment, 

—  Further  advices  from  Brazil  would  indi- 
cate that  the  danger  of  serious  injury  to  the 
foreign  brinks  in  that  country  and  of  the  finan- 
cial pressure  which  would  arise  out  of  the  bill 
introduced  til  the  Brazilian  congress  to  regulate 
dealings  in  exchange  will  be  averted.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  foresee  that  this  measure,  the  char- 
acter of  which  was  mentioned  in  these  columns 
a  week  ago,  would,  if  passed  ami  enforced, 
throw  the  whole  trade  of  Brazil  into  confusion. 
The  representations  of  the  entire  foreign  bus- 
iness and  financial  community  in  the  country, 
as  well  as  the  objections  which  have  been 
promptly  raised  by  Brazil's  only  friends  in 
European  banking  circles,  have  no  doubt  hud 
their  doe  effect,  and  it  is  accordingly  stated 
that  the  projected  law  will  either  h*  dropped 
or  defeated  should  it  come  to  a  vote.lt  is  stated 
that  the  proposition  to  drive  foreign  banks 
out  of  the  exchinge  business  and  to  place 
dealings  in  exchange  under  such  stringent 
regulations  as  to  render  them  alinosl  impossible 
was  the  result   of   the    severe  crisis  winch  oc- 


curred in  the  exchange  market  at  Rio  during 
tha  summer.  This  Movement  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  under  the  influence  of  good  crops  the 
favorable  effects  which  had  followed  the  read- 
justment of  interest  on  the  national  debt  of 
the  country,  and  curtailment  of  the  redundant 
issues  of  paper  money,  had  created  a  very 
strong  movement  in  exchange,  causing  the 
gold  value  of  the  milreis  to  advance  from 
about  iS  cents  to  28  cents  in  gold.  1  his  was 
■attended  by  an  enormous  speculation  111  ex- 
change, which  culminated  in  a  break  of  nearly 
the  same  amount  as  the  preceding  rise,  and  as 
a  consequence  the  native  banks,  which  had 
made  large  advances  to  speculators,  were  hit 
rather  hard,  the  most  prominent  of  them,  the 
Banco  da  Republica,  being,  as  has  already 
been  mentioned  in  these  columns,  forced  to 
the  wall,  and  finding  relief  only  in  the  direct 
interposition  of  Die  government  itself.— -Brad- 
itreilt%  Nov,  17.
